TO SPREAD KNOWLEDGE 
AND CULTURE -

OTTAWA, Canada—The Canadian 
Geographicat Society, one ef the Do- 
minion’s newest national onganiza- 
bons, was able to report a member- 
Ship runing into the thousands when 
the first annual meeting was held 
here The Society was organized only 
e few months ago, and is intended to 
fill a place in Canada such as is 0c- 
cupied in’ the United Kindom by the 
Royal Geographical and the Royal 
Scottish Geographical. The list of of- 
ticers is headed by the Govenor-Gen- 
cral as honorary patron and includes 
toremost scientists. explorers and 
professional men of every prowince. 
Dr. Robert Camsell of Ottawa, dep- 
uty Minister of Mines for Canada, is 
president. 

Great need for an organization 
which would make Canada known 
more widely and more accurately not 
only to outsiders but to her own peo- 
pic has been experienced for years, 
and particularly since the Northern 
arcas bogan to opea before the pros- 


‘ pector and the explorer. Dr, Camsell 


has stated that though Canada is one 
ot the langest countries of the world 
fully half of her area is imperfectly 
known and aboux one-quarter, ex- 
olusive of the Arctic islands, is quite 
unexplored. The Canadian Geograph- 
ical Society is intended to collect and 
distribute accurate information of the 
Dominion’s most remote parts, and, 
as well es to make known the geo- 
graphy, culture and resources of the 
settled areas. gi 

The new society has received a 
most cordial welcome from scientific 
organizations throughout the Empire 
and encouraging public support in 
this country. It will publish an off:c- 
ial journal under the direction . of 
Lawrence J. Burpee, of Ottawa, sec- 
retary of the Canadian section of the 
International Joint Commission along 
the genera] lines of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Journal,

FOREIGN LICENSE PLATES GOOD 
FOR SIX MONTHS ON 
TOURIST CARS 

Bona-fide tow “seeing Alberta” 
by automobile may operate their 
cars for as jong as months without 
having to take ou; an Alberta license 
according to an important amend- 
ment to the Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act 1924 passed by the Al- 
berta legishatune Thursday afternoon 

The amendment provides tha, the 
tourist must register his car within 
24 ‘hours of arrival in the province 
with the Alberta Provincial Police 
but in the case of a United States 
car even this wil] mot be necessary’ 
production of the customs permit 
when called upon to do so by any 
police officer being sufficient author- 
ity. 

A “visitor's sticker’ wil] be issued 
by the A.P.P. for cars registered by 
them and thiis sticker will be consid 
ered sufficient for the licensing and 
registening of the auto to which it is 
affixed. 

Another important amendment to 
the act reduces the fine for driving 


without a driver’s license from $1 to- 


$5 instead of from $5 to $25 

A heavy penalty is provided for the 
person drivinig’an auto during the 
suspension or after the cancellation of 
the driving license or car license, this 
being $25 to $100 for a first offence 
and not more than 30 days’ imprison 
ment and for a subsequent offence 
$100 to $500 or a term not excecding 
six months imprisonment, 

Infraction of any of the provisions 
of the criminal code may also draw 
down cancellation or suspension of 
the drivers’ license.

FOR SASKATCHEWAN 


PROPOSAL TO EXPEND LARGE 
AMOUNT ON THREE DIF- 
FERENT STANDARDS 


REGINA—Anmnouncement of pro- 
posed roads construction in Saskat- 
chewan during the coming season, 
together with annunciation of gener- 
al policy of the new government's 
highways department, was made in 
the legislature Tuesday by Hon, A. 
C. Stewart, minister of hig aways, 
during the debate on the budget. — 

Mr. Stewart stated that this sea- 
son’s programme involved work on 
grading of trunk roads, gravelling 
and surfacing these, and preparing 
colonization roads in newer districts 
cf the province. 

The total amount to be expended 
was $6,852.386, he said, divided as 
follows: On trunk highways $2,963, 
585; gravel surfacing, 
sundry grading, $395,000; 
tion roads, $120,000. 

The government's policy calls for 
three standards of road  construct- 
tion, namely; main market roads, 
standard construction roads, and 
colonization roads.

—~_——|A. Mystery Of The - 
oe Nova Scotian Shore

“What was the secret which held 
him silent through forty-seven long 
monotonous years on the shore of 
| St. Mary’s Bay, Nova Scotia?” 
| The mystery will probably never be 
| Solved now, yet for sixty-seven years 
ithese questions have at frequent in- 
tervals engrossed the attention, not 
chly of the inhabitants of Digby 
Neck—on the shore of which he was 
found—but also of those living on 
the mainland amongst whom the 
mystery man spent almost five de- 
cades. 

It was in the summer of 1861 that 
a large ship was seen skirting the 
long strip of Jand called Digby Neck 
which lies between the 
Fundy and St. Mary’s Bay.

Escaping from a 
wer prison, he had found a haven cf 
rest amongst the dispersed Acad- 
|ians “on the French shore” Perhaps 
it was because a_ kindred feeiing 
;makes us wondrous kind, that Johu 
| Nicoles received him cordially aud, 
though not a man of means, he and 
his family cared for the castawa:y 
till the case having been brought to 
'Nova Scotia government, he was 
thenceforth paid two dollars a weck 
for the Mystery Man's keep. 

John Nicolas tried all his ie iguag- 
es on his guest in vain. He wouid not, 
speak; that he did understand boty 
Frerch and Italian was certain anc 
that he lived in deadly fear of some 
cne or something was equally certa’n 

Only three or four times in all his 
forty-seven years.on “the French 
Shore” was any information obtain 
ed from him, Bach occasion was 
when he was off guard and left bim 
in a pitiful panic of fear for weeks 

On one occasion suddenly asked 
where ibe came from he answered 
(\immediately “Trieste’. On ancther, 
| “What ship brought him to the 


Mahoney, who thought Jerome might 
afterward. 
prove to be their long lost brother. 

As Mr. Comeau and his brother 
Francois, purposed going to New 
York to work, they decided to cail 
on the sisters. From Miss Mahoney 
they learned thait they had a brother 
Jerome, who had run away threé 
times from his home before eleven 
years of age. The fourth time he dis 
uppeared completely and though the 
father had searched ali his life and 
spenit money lavishly, his son had 
never been found. The younger broth 
er was left in total ignorance of his | 
elder brothers unceremonious leave-— 
taking and was filled with surprise | 
tc learm of his existence, 

The Mahoney sisters were of the 
opinion that the castaway was their 
brother, as the age when he left 
home and his apparent age—twenty- 
five—when found would tally satis 
factorily. But the mystery of his life 
which was evidently spent in foreign 
lands or on the high seas, the ampu- 
tation of his limbs, and his abandon- 
ment on the Nova Scotia coast are 
puzzles which haye never been soly- 
ed.

It may seem queer that enquiries 
were not instituted sooner particular 
ly as to the strange vessel, which 


Jerome acknowledged as the Colombo | 


but in the early sixties Digdy Neck 
was far from the madding crowd, 
though today there are several com 
fortable boarding houses near where 
the castaway was found. 

The last twenty-five years of Jer- 
ome’s life were spent at the home of 
Mrs. Didier Comeau.- Here he relap- 
sed into absolute — silence,. not one 
word having been uttered by him as 
far as is known. 

Not long before his death, which 
occurred in 1908, Mrs, Doucet, daugh- 
ter of John Nicolas, called to see 
him. She had played about him as 
e, little child. She was one of the 
few children to whom he had spoken | 
and she had very kindly memories 
of him. As she entered the room he 
raised his eyes to jook at her and 
then dropped them again. To her re 
peated appeals for him to speak to 
ker, he leaned forward as though en- 
xious to comply, making severa] sup- 
reme efforts to articulate, but evi-: 
cently the vocal chords, Jong in dis- 
use refused to function, and the 
murmur she construed into “Je ne 
peux pas” and she turned sadly away 

The idea was held“by .those who 
knew him best that he held in his 
possession a secret which it was 
feared he might divulge, hence his 
casting away. His admittance that 
his legs had been injuerd by chains
